Index  to  Skills  \ 

The  following  index  shows  the  distribution  of  activities  iu  the 
Workbook.  The  numbers  indicate  the  pages  on  which  each  skill  is 
emphasized  and  enable  the  teacher  to  see  the  steps  in  the  develop- 
ment of  each  skill.  When  the  teacher  discovers  a pupil  who  needs 
more  practice  in  a particular  skill,  she  may  refer  to  the  index  for  help 
in  locating  suitable  practice  material.  For  example,  if  a child  fails 
to  do  satisfactorily  the  exercise  in  Syllabication  on  page  68,  exercises 
involving  that  skill  on  pages  30,  35,  and  41  may  be  assigned  to  him 
for  practice.  . 


This  Workbook  is  designed  to  give  further  practice  in  the  reading 
skills,  vocabulary,  and  concepts  developed  in  the  Vlanual  lesson  plans 
for  each  story  in  the  Third  Reader,  Level  I,  of  the  Ginn  Basic  Read- 
ers, Finding  New  Neighbours. 

This  Workbook  maintains  the  basic  reading  skills  presented  at  the 
preceding  levels  of  this  series  and  extends  them  to  include  more  difiS- 
cult  skills,  such  as  skimming,  reading  pictorial  maps,  practising  syl- 
labication, and  other  more  difficult  steps  in  independent  work  attack. 
Much  more  practice  is  given  in  creative  and  interpretative  reading  in 
such  ways  as  exercises  in  seeing  cause- and-effect  relationships,  relating 
story  facts  to  personal  experience,  detecting  the  mood  of  a situation,  etc. 

Most  of  the  exercises  are  self-explanatory.  New  work  patterns  are 
kept  simple,  requiring  a minimum  of  teacher  explanation,  and  thereby 
allowing  the  pupils  to  work  independently  to  an  increasing  extent. 
Many  exercises,  especially  in  word  meaning  and  word  analysis,  de- 
velop the  principles  which  are  practised  on  the  page.  These  skills 
and  techniques  co-ordinate  closely  with  those  presented  in  the  prac- 
tice and  reteaching  exercises  in  the  Manual  for  Teaching  Finding 
New  Neighbours. 

All  the  new  words  taught  in  a given  lesson  are  introduced  and 
repeated  in  the  accompanying  Workbook  pages. 

With  the  exception  of  the  few  teaching  words  in  the  directions,  such 
as  sentence,  phrase,  etc.,  all  words  used  in  this  Workbook  are  those 
used  in  the  vocabulary  of  the  text.  Special  teaching  words,  such  as 
alphabet,  synonym,  opposite,  are  printed  in  black  type  at  their  first 
occurrence.

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How  Indians  Got  Their  Food 


The  Indian  people  found  some  of 
their  foods  growing  wild  in  the  forest. 
They  brought  home  nuts  and  many 
kinds  of  wild  fruit. 

Near  to  the  village  they  planted 
gardens  with  corn,  squash,  pumpkin, 
beans,  and  sweet  potatoes. 

But  if  they  wanted  fresh  meat  for 
a feast,  the  Indians  had  to  hunt  for  it. 
There  were  deer,  bears,  beaver,  and 
foxes  in  the  forest.  There  were  rabbits 
and  squirrels,  wild  ducks  and  wild 
turkeys.  In  the  rivers  there  were 
many  fish,  and  along  the  banks  lived 
turtles. 

When  he  hunted  wild  animals  an 
Indian  had  only  his  bow  and  arrows 
or  a long  stick  with  a sharp  stone  at 


one  end.  He  also  had  a stone  knife 
with  which  to  skin  the  animals. 

The  Indians  hunted  wild  birds  and 
animals  in  many  ways.  Sometimes 
they  would  hide  in  the  forest  with 
their  bows  and  arrows  ready,  waiting 
for  an  animal  to  come  along. 

Sometimes  they  took  their  dogs 
hunting.  The  dogs  would  chase  wild 
animals  toward  a place  where  the 
hunters  waited  to  meet  them  with 
their  bows  and  arrows. 

The  Indians  made  traps  to  catch 
animals  too.  One  kind  of  trap  was  a 
deep  hole  in  the  ground.  The  hole 
was  covered  with  branches  of  trees 
and  grass.

How  the  Buffaloes  Lived 


Many  years  ago,  when  only  Indians 
lived  in  our  country,  the  prairie  was 
the  home  of  the  buffalo.  These  great 
animals  travelled  in  herds  eating  the 
long  prairie  grass.  When  the  grass 
gave  out  in  one  place  the  herd  moved 
to  a new  feeding  ground. 

Every  fall,  when  it  began  to  grow 
cold  in  the  north,  the  buffalo  herds 
moved  on  toward  the  south.  They 
travelled  many,  many  miles.  They 
had  to  swim  wide  rivers  and  climb 
high  cliffs. 

Year  after  year  they  followed  the 
same  trails  to  the  warm  southland. 
There  they  stayed  all  winter  where 
they  could  find  plenty  of  grass. 

In  the  early  spring  there  were  many 
new  buffalo  babies.  As  soon  as  the 


babies  were  strong  enough  to  travel, 
the  buffaloes  started  north  again. 

They  travelled  in  smaller  herds 
now.  The  father  buffaloes  kept  to  the 
outside  of  the  circle,.  Young  buffaloes 
and  the  mothers  stayed  inside.  When 
there  was  any  danger  from  wild 
animals  or  Indians,  the  strongest 
buffaloes  were  outside  ready  to  fight. 

The  body  of  the  buffalo  was  covered 
with  long  curly  brown  hair.  In  the 
spring  the  buffalo  began  to  shed  the 
hair  on  the  back  part  of  its  body. 
By  summer  the  flies  were  biting  the 
skin  of  the  animal.  It  was  then  that 
the  buffalo  rolled  in  the  mud.  A thick 
coat  of  dust  and  dry  mud  covered  his 
skin  and  saved  him  from  fly  bites  until 
his  new  hair  could  grow  again.
